Major Persing kept up with the war-time 
needs of the students and offered several, 
worthwhile, up-to-date courses. In all classes, 
fundamentals were stressed, and special empha- 
sis was placed upon vocabulary and the use of 
words. War Science and War Math were 
again taught. War-time demands in each of 


the academic departments were recognized. 
Mathematics took on a more military slant. 

For the second year the Western chapter 
of the National Honor Society functioned ac- 
tively. Many lively discussions were held by 
the members and many plans for the future 
were made. At the mid-year the six senior

entire group by Mrs. Persing before the formal 
initiation. The junior partner of the N.H.S., 
Western's own Club 400, was greatly enlarged 
during the year as more students qualified by 
superior scholastic work. 

The first mid-year graduation in the history 
of Western was held at the end of the first se- 
mester. Eight fine cadets were awarded their 
diplomas in order that they might answer the 
call to join the armed forces. The graduation 
ceremony was impressive and gave a true real- 
ization that Western men are serving gloriously 
in the present war.

The library, under the guidance of Mrs. Aller, 
was kept in excellent order. Many new books, 
both educational and entertaining, were added 
during the year. Over six hundred volumes were 
purchased. The cadet library has come into its 
own and is out of the doldrums of the past. 

Capt. Robinson took charge of the Junior- 
Senior speech program with marked success. Each 
Junior and Senior was required to prepare and 
deliver a speech in assembly. The idea scared 
some of the prospective public speakers, but each 
cadet admitted when he was through that it was 
a helpful, and even enjoyable, experience. 

At various times during the year tests were 
given to the cadets to check on progress and to 
determine any weaknesses. These included the 
I.Q. tests, the American Psychological test, Nelson 
and Purdue English tests, several vocabulary tests, 
and some general mathematics tests. The results 
were very good, especially among the younger 
cadets. 

The transportation problem made it difficult 
to obtain the usual high-grade Town Hall speak- 
ers, but several fine lectures were given to the 
cadets. The most outstanding was that of Dr. 
Gus Dorizas, of the University of Pennsylvania. 
His down-to-earth and plain-spoken manner made 
him and his movie-illustrated talk on the economics 
of world geography the most popular of the year. 
Other lectures included talks on such subjects as 
Mountain Climbing, Firearms, Science, and 
Weather Forecasting. 

Something behind the scenes which had a 
great deal to do with shaping the high academic 




level maintained this year at Western 
was the faculty meetings with Major 
Persing presiding. These lengthy, fre- 
quent, and practical meetings shaped 
the policy of each class and each 
teacher. The vital topics and the active 
discussions proved helpful to the entire 
department. 

But then what about our teachers and 
our classes? Sure, they caused a lot of 
hard work, and a lot of sweating, but 
we still don't want to forget our in- 
structors.

At the first formation as an organized unit on 
Sunday, September 12, the new cadets took the 
R.O.T.C. octh and became an official part of the 
defense plans of the United States. Col. Moore 
stated that the aim of the military department 
would be to develop "officers and gentlemen". He 
stated that no school had a more glorious record 
among its alumni in the armed forces than Western. 

In the weeks that followed, the stress was on drill, 
until early in October the "victory trainers", wooden

River Creek on an advanced guard problem. From 
that time on till Government Inspection in May. 
the corps seldom rr issed weekly field problems, and 
in that form of training they learned military pro- 
cedure that really counted. Meals were usually 
served in the field. 

Col. Moore was aided by a good tactical staff, 
Capt. Pitt, U. S. Army retired, Lieut. Pearce, U. S. 
Army retired, Sgt. Coon, U. S. Army, Corp. Suther- 
land, U. S. Army, and Lieut. Proetz, Western grad- 
uate. They o r ganized in October the military 
theory classes, using Army field manuals as texts. 
A new system of point grading was also announced. 

An important event of the fall was the visit to 
Western of Brig. General E. B. Sebree, just back 
from distinguished service in the South Pacific. He 
had been P.M.S. and T. at Western twelve years 
ago, and now he returned as a man who had met 
the enemy on Guadalcanal and defeated him. He 
was received with a salute of cannon and a ruffle 
of drums. He reviewed the battalion, inspected 
the barracks, and gave a never-to-be-forgotten 
account of his adventures in fighting the Japs. 
Above all, he impressed the corps with his gracious 
cordiality during his weekend stay.

rifles were issued. Now the corps branched out 
into extended order drill. Military discipline was 
being ingrained, and the officers were bearing 
down on shoe shines and military courtesy. 

By October 7, the cadets were trained well 
enough for their first field problem in the open 
country.

Such events included a firing exhibi- 
tion by Col. Moore of the B.A.R., 
Springfield, Garand, Colt .45, and 
30 calibre heavy machine gun, and 
a lecture by Mr. R. R. Casteel of 
Western Cartridge Company, who 
showed the Sten gun, a captured 
Jap rifle, and the Thompson sub- 
machine gun. 

On Armistice Day, the cadets 
thought of nine hundred old grads 
of Western who were fighting so 
gloriously upon all fronts, and they 
wondered if they could perform as 
well when their time came to serve. 
The keynote of the day was loyalty. 




The long-awaited orders were pub- 
lished in November. The highest of- 
ficers named were: Captains Porter, 

Whitmer, Daniels, and Hutchinson, 
and Lieuts. Berg, Galvin, J., Knowles, C., Sherman, 
Bohlmann, Jackson, T., Multin, and Weeke. 

The corps was saddened in December to hear 
of the loss of Lieut. Commander Eddie O'Hare, 
Class '32 one of the great air heroes of the present 
war. True to his courageous record, "Butch'' went 
down in a night battle in the Pacific, fighting to 
the last.

When the cadets returned from Christmas fur- 
lough, they found complete new military equipment 
had been issued by the War Department. Included 
in the shipment were 200 Spring-fields. 100 Enfields, 
several Garand M-l rifles, a 37 mm. anti-tank gun, 
several carbines, and two more heavy machine 
guns. The corps really went to town with this new 
collection of weapons, and the "victory trainers" 
were discarded. 

Eight seniors were called into the service at the 
end of the first semester, and the first mid-year 
graduation in Western's history was held. Several 
key officers were lost to the battalion, but general 
orders filled the vacancies with men who carried on 
in a splendid manner. Porter was made Cadet 
Major and Weeke, Sherman, Bohlmann, and Multin 
were named Captains. The new lieutenants were 
Croghan, Wagner, G., and Berkowitz.

problems, in inspection, and in theory classes. 

Sgt. Coon and Corp. Sutherland instructed 
military freshmen in several courses, including 
military courtesy and discipline, and tactical 
training of the soldier. Capt. Pitt had the 
sophomores in classes in the automatic rifle 
(B.A.R.), map reading, and other subjects. 
The military juniors were instructed by Col, 
Moore and Lieut. Pearce in chemical warfare 
and leadership principles. The highest class, 
the military seniors, was taught military law, 
combat training, and supply of troops. The 
Lower School Platoon received its fundament- 
als from Lieut. Proetz. These classes taught 
the things which a combat soldier should know 
on the front. 

The theoretical knowledge was put into 
actual practice on weekly field problems. The 
battalion was usually organized into war-

strength platoons or companies, and attack 
and defense problems under simulated war 
conditions taught the cadets how to camou- 
flage, how to fight, how to march, and the 
officers how to place their units. No one will 
ever forget those hikes and problems in the 
country, where a wooded tract was rented for 
the use of the corps, or in the pear orchard, or 
behind the railroad tracks. The cadets waded 
creeks and pushed through underbrush. Meals 
were usually served in the open. Field tele- 
phones were used for communication. 

The great amount of new weapons and 
equipment issued to the corps after Christmas 
greatly facilitated military training. The 
equipment was valued at over $25,000.00. 

And as Government Inspection drew near, 
the corps had been trained in practical mili- 
tary tactics, toughened by long hikes, fa- 
miliarized with infantry weapons, and taught 
the theory of warfare. Yes, the corps paraded 
on Sunday, but during the week it worked 
and drilled in coveralls with full packs.

In February, two officers of the 6th Service 
Command inspected the cadet battalion and 
gave it a "superior rating". 

Every week seemed to bring news of more 
famous deeds by "old grads" in the service. 
Some of it was sad, as several made the su- 
preme sacrifice. 

As warmer weather came, the cadets began 
to stress field problems in preparation for G.l. 
Every week saw the battalion out in the country 
practicing attacks and defense under war-time 
conditions. A round of night guard duty was 
held. Major Henderson organized his military 
police, who were a great aid in keeping things 
moving in a snappy and correct manner. The 
dates for the inspection were announced for 
May 5 and 6, later than usual. White ducks 
and white caps were issued for the Sunday dress 
parades and added much to the appearance 
of the corps. 

The War Department inspectors, Col. Nach- 
man and Lieut. Col. Rhine arrived at Western 
on May 5 during an unusual cold spell of weather 
for spring. The last few days had been spent in 
reviews of military subjects, in brushing up on 
demonstrations, and in cleaning and polishing 
every rifle and every room in the barracks. The 
corps was ready. The cadets met this climax 
of the military program with the finest spirit, and 
the leadership of the cadet officers was far 
above average. To sum it up, the cadets felt 
that they made one of the best showings on 
G.l. in many years, and the pleased comments 
of Col. Moore and Maj. Henderson bore out 


their opinion. The inspection really ended the 
intensive military training for the year. 

For the rest of May, conscious of a year of 
achievement and hard work in the military de- 
partment, the cadet corps turned its attention 
to the preparation for the commencement ex- 
hibitions, parades, and sham battles. The knowl- 
edge that Western's highest-ranking graduate 
in the service, Major General Harry J. Collins, 
'15, Commander of the reconstituted Rainbow 
Division, would be a visitor and the commence- 
ment speaker caused the cadets to put forth 
extra efforts. They wanted to be at their snap- 
piest. The military year is sure to close with a 
splendid commencement showing by one of the 
best battalions in the history of the school.

GENERAL SEBREE 
RETURNS TO WESTERN 

One of the most important events of the year was 
the visit of Brig. General Ed. B. Sebree at Western for 
the first time in seven years. Since he had served as 
a lieutenant for four years as P. M. S. and T. and head 
of the military department, he had become nationally 
famous because of his leadership in the campaigns of 
New Caledonia and Guadalcanal. 

The General and Mrs. Sebree arrived with Col. 
Jackson, preceded by a police escort. The corps 
snapped to attention, the band played, and an eleven- 
gun salute was fired. His face beamed as he greeted 
faculty officers, many of whom he knew when he was 
detailed to the school from '28 to '32. The battalion 
then held a review in his honor on the lower field. Ac- 
companied by Col. Jackson, Col. Moore, and Maj. Hen- 
derson, General Sebree inspected the cadets. 

The cadets will never forget the evening which 
followed. The General, referring frequently to a large 
map, related interesting incidents which made the 
South Pacific campaigns live again.

General Sebree com- 
plimented the cadet corps and stated that he had 
never seen the battalion so snappy at that early time 
of the year.
